Jail Claims Another 'Victim'

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"I'ma/rald. I'm afraid of 
tluae people down there. I am 
afraid to go l>ack to my job. 
I may get run off the road 
some night, or something. My 
children are afraid for me ^to 
go back." 

As she spoke, Ruth Lone- 
sojne's eyes tilled with tears, 
her lips quivered. She was 
obviously distraught..and fllled 
with fear for her job, her future, 
her personal safety. 

She is a handsome, intelligent 
woman. She has worked hard 
to achieve her status., a home 
in Bayside Arms Apartments, 
recognition as a civic, social 
and church leader, a position 
as matron and "first floor su- 
pervisor" in the Virginia Beach 
City Jail...only to find that she 
may lose It all. .Tust two years 
before retirement. 

Things haven't been too easy 
for Mrs. Lonesome. But the 
final blow fell Sunday when she 
was advised of a petition from 
sefven jailers demanding her 
resignation. She hasn't actually 
read the petition. Sheriff John 
Marr read it to her and said 
the jailers claimed she has "too 
much authority". 

"He wouldn't hfcd it to me 
to read for myself," she said 
Tuesday. "I could see it was 
typewritten. And I could see 
some writing in ink. I guess 
those were the names." 

Some of the names were those 

of men who a|:q)areutly ha^e re- 

sentfed Mrs. Lonesome for some 

«ttme. But some were ofihose 

she ttou^t were friends. One, 

tti«B told her, m»itm tmh 
j^rSvtation with Marr, thai he 
knew about the petitionall along.

In her well-organized way, 
Mrs. Lonesome set about putt- 
ing the jail in order. She re- 
quisitioned supplies, everything 
from mops to mattresses, and 
worked at making the bleak 
building a clean. If not necess- 
arily comfort^le, place for the 
Inmates. 

"Mr. Marr told me, '1 want 
you to get this place cleaned 
up, to take care of the women 
and to be supervisor of the first 
floor' and that's what I did," 
she said. She was rewarded 
with criticism rather than 
praise, resentment rather than 
appreciation. "They kept tell- 
ing me It was a jail, not a 
hospltal,"she said. And one or 
two of the jailers took extreme 
exception to her conscientious- 
ness. 

On one occasion she discard- 
ed several mops she considered 
"too fllthy and too greasy to 
really clean the floors". There 
was an ample supply on hand to 
"replace them, she said, but 
one of the jadleris pulled the 
mops from the trash can and 
took them to Marr. "I was 
really called on the carpet by 
Mr. Marr and Dr. (Ira) Hancock 
for that one,"she sal(!|, . 

The next time she tried to 
defend her position. And suff- 
ered the consequences. She 
threw away an old cleaning rag 
"that just wasn't any good". 
It, too, was pulled from the trash 
by the same jailer and taken to 
Marr. 

"I followed him to the office 
this time,"she said, "but he 
knocked me to the floor. Ri^t

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she has received thanking her 
for her interest. Just a few 
days ago a young girl named 
Cathy, removed to Chesapeake 
to await trial, wrote of her 
appreclatoln. 

It Is a brief but chatty note, 
bringing Mrs. Lonesome up to 
date on the girl's own situa- 
tion, ending with "thank you 
for all you have done". 

Sli|^ Mrs. Lonesome works 
during visiting hours on Sunday 
she comes In contact with many 
parents of Inmate and here, 
too, she has gained frlends..and 
support. 

"The first time I walked In 
that jail to see my son,"said 
Mrs. Mary English, "I was 
Impressed with Ruth's warmth 
and genuine concern. She was 
the only decent person I saw 
and I was so grateful she was 
there." 

The frlendiship between the 
two%omen grew in the months 
that followed and has continued, 
even thou0» Mrs. English's 
son, John, has since been trans- 
ferred to a camp near Harrison- 
burg. It was, In fact, Mrs. 
English who tried to reach her 
"friend, learned that she was 
ill and found her at home in 
a distraught state. After much 
prodding, Mrs. Lonesome ex- 
plained her dilemma. Mrs. 
English has already taken steps 
to try to help solve the situa- 
tion. ° ;. 

Mrs. Lonesome, a very young 
person at 60, is a vital, active 
woman who shares her talents

The fall Injured an arm In 
which Mrs. Lonesome had al- 
ready suffered bu^l^. %^' 
of the ligaments were torn, she 
said, and her doctor ordered tier 
to support It In a sling. 

She threatened to have the 
jailer arrested. "Mr. l/iair 
told me if I did that he would 
fire both of us. I was afraid 

I'd lose my job so I kept my 
mouth shut." 

Despite recent accounts of 
acts of violence toward Inmates, 
mostly by the same two jailers 
who liarrassed Mrs. Lonesome, 
she only witnessed one Incident. 
It involved the man who knock- 
ed her down. 

"He brought In this woman 
who Is an alcohollc,"she said. 
"He literally manhandled her 
and threw her up against the 
wall. I told him to stop that, 
it wasn't necessary and he said 
the woman was unmanageable. 
I took her away from him and 
led her to the woman's side 
of the jail and she didn't cause 
me a mlnyte's trouble." 

Perhaps one of the reasons 
Mrs. Lonesome Incited some of 
tiw jailers was because of her 
«wn relationship with Inmates. 
She considered her job an op- 
portunity to help others— "I 
feel like a misslonary"--and 
has found great reward In the 
appreciation of Inmates. SIm

The Virginia Beach coun- 
ciimen are already too attuned 
to the aftermath of gatherings 
which do not comply with the 
FIA. 

Airing the jail problem is dis- 
tasteful, to say the least. No 
.one really wants to believe that 
in this day and time prisoners, 
restrained physically and illeg- 
ally against defending them- 
selves, are brutally beaten. The 
id&a /• repHilff/ve urMNir any 
circumstances. It is even more 
so when those prisoners are 
young first-time offenders who 



have not yet been proven guilty. 
But it has happened and It could 
continue to happen if the public 
is not made aware of it. 

Hopefully, the pressure 
brought about by this knowledge 
will prevent any future occur- 
ences. But, in view of the at- 
titude thus far exhibited by City 
Sargeant John Marr and some 
of his staff, there can be no 
assurance it will not happen 
again. Nor can there be any 
assurance other youngsters will 
not be sexually abused or that 
men will not be forced to stand 
nude in a cell for days or that 
other inhuman acts and punish- 
ments will not be inflicted. 

No, there's no turning back 
now. The people have finally 
been given a peek at what priso- 
ner treatment Is really like In 
City Jail. And they are appall- 
ed at what they saw. Sheriff 
Marr repeatedly claims the jail 
is a place to "toughen up" 
prisoners before they go on to 
prison. This is afiimsy excuse. 
Confinement will harden a 
person soon enough. Abuse 
can only embitter and that 
serves no useful purpose in the 
eventual rehabilitation of pris- 
oners. 

People must continue to show 
interest in the welfare of the 
InmalM. CJosed meeting* now 
would shatter ail that has been 
done to aieviate this problem. 
City Council knows this.

This is not to say that the 
attorney general has declared 
the commission's briefings to 
be in violation of the FIA. He 
has not. But he has raised a 
doubt, and has informally sub- 
stantiated some of the questions 
already being asked. 

The only firm answer on 
whether these briefings are 
permissabie will come when a 
legal decision is sought.

Open Utter from Committee 
' for Preservation of Back Bay 
Back Bay National WildUfe 
Refuge, including tlie beach to 
tiie low water, was established 
in Virginia Beach in 1938 to 
protect nesting shorebirds on 
the beach and waterfowl in the 
bay. 

In the past 10 years, public 
use of ttie beach has increased 
from several hundred in I960 
to over 200,000 people in 1970. 
This increase coupled wlthladc 
of proper police control has 
caused public use to become 
public misuse. Violations of 
City, State and Federal law 
now are a common occurrence: 
car accidents, assault on Fed- 
eral officers, theft, destruction 
of Government property, reck- 
less driving, driving in sand 
dttnes and drug abuse. 

The increased number of 
people on the beach has oom- 
pletely eliminated nesting 
shorebirds, and prevented sea 
turtles from using their ancient 
nesting area. Migrating shore- 
birds cannot feed on the beach 
because of cars drivine through 
at the rate of 200 anhour, 
Ghost crabs, once numbering 
in the milliras on the beach, 
cuinot be found now. 

Driving and walking in the 
dunes has increased the rate 
of dune er(»ion by killing the 
anchoring dune grass. Even- 
tually, ocean water will spill 
into the bay, causing a sterile 
environment for waterfowl by 
killing the present vegetation. 

Because of these facts the 
Bureau of Sport Fisheries and 
Wildlife attempted to close the 
t>each to vehicular traffic. Their 
position statement was as 
follows: "One of our objectives 
is to provide wildlife-oriented 
recreational opportunities. We 
do not feel that the recent level 
of vehicle use on the beach is 
compatible with this objective." 
On May 18, 1970 a public hear- 
ing was held, called by Cong- 
ressman Thomas N. Downing, 
and because of ai^iarent public 
sentiment, the beach was 
allowed to renudn open. 

This committee feels that the 
beach should be closed to pre- 
serve the natural environment 
and wildlife the refuge was ori- 
ginally established to protect, 
u)d that the Bujrefwiiiiresefftljr 
mismanaging {he refuge beach. 
We feel that this beach was set 
aside for everyone in the United 
States to enjoy the wildlife, 
not Just a few local people to 
use it as their private play- 
ground.

Pot Primer for Parents 



Know enough basic facts about marihuana to talk to . 
your son and daughter about it. 

As a parent, you're concerned. You read that college. 
high school, even junior high students smoke marihuana. 
What about your own son or daughter? Have they tried it? 
Would they tell you? Do you just keep quiet and hope— do 
you talk? 

Your youngsters may joke about grass, tea. joint, roach, 
head— words that mean something different to you. They 
seem to know more about drugs than you do— thai^ their side 
of the generation gap. But not all their "facts" may be facts. 

Can yon talk frankly to your child about pot? 

As frankly as ab<">ut other important matters, with tact 
and mutual respect. It may be easier to start by discussing 
marihuana experiences he's heard of from his friends. You 
won't want to come across as^accusing or angry- it's as risky 
to assume he docs "turn on" as to assume he doesn't. Keep it 
simple, direct. And make sure your concern for him. and 
what happens to him. shows. 

Who uses pot, and why? 

More boys than girls. Girls are likelier to try if their 
boyfriends smoke it. A majority of young people have not 
tried it. and have enough .self-assurance to resist trying it. A 
number have tried it once or twice out of curiosity or 
boredom. A smaller number "turn on" just on weekends. A 
smaH'percentage become "heads"'— their lives centered 
around marihuana or other drugs, with wry little interest 
in anything else. 

What proven facts about marihuana can \ou tell him? 

1 . Individuals react very dilTcrenlly to this drug, which 
is why you hear stories of extreme reactions, and stories of 
no reactions. 

2. Reactions varv accordinti to settiiiiz. expectation. 
pattern of use. and the strength of the marihuana ( u hich 
varies greatly). 

3. Because of all these variables, little has been proven 
conclusively about specihcefkclsofjiiuriiwana.ontha mind 



and body. This does not mean there are no ill effects, but that 
they cannot'be catalogued and predicted exactfyj 

.4. Involvement with this drug during the years while the 
young personality is finding and shaping itself, and learning 
how to deal with life's problems, is an intangible danger to 
try to measure, but of deep importance. That's a hard fact foij 
the young to understand. 

5. The possession of marihuana is illegal under local 
laws. In many slates, it is a felony, equivalent to the 
possession of heroin. The laws provide severe penalties. Even 
being in the cbmpany of someone who possesses marihuana 
may make your child liable for arrest. 

Easy answers to hard questions. 

There aren't any. If your children ask, "What about 
parents' drinking and smoking?" a partial answer is that 
your body and personality have matured. Once anyone 
becomes dependent on any drug, including alcohol and 
cigarettes, it can be difficult to stop. Even if you're convinced 
they're harmful. 

"Why do adults say marihuana leads to stronger drugs 
when that hasn't happened to my friends?" A teen-ager's 
experience is limited: it has happened. While marihuana 
itself does not lead to other drug use, association with 
"dealers" and drug u.sers may be the first step to 
experimenting with LSD. speed and even heroin. And these 
drugs are far more than a stronger form of pot. 

"What about the people who say pot is OK?" To be 
honest, scientists still don't know everything about the 
specific effects of marihuana. But certainly, the "authorities" 
your children quote, know even less. No expert is saying 
today that pot should be legal. 

It boils d()\\ n to this. .Marihuana is a risk nobody has to 
take. Least of all somebody you care about.

Marked Rise in Crime

College Filling up Rapidly 



The Virginia Beach Police 
Department's Annual Report 
shows a definite Increase In 
crimes against another person 
and criminal activities associ- 
ated with narcotic and drug 
trafficking. 

PerbSHps the most sobering 
statement regarding criminal 
activities is contained in that 
portion of the report devoted 
to the Detective Division..... 
"Homicide is the most publi- 
cized crime In any jurisdiction 
and the past year broug^ our 
City a marked increase In this 
type of offense." 

The report shows that during 
1970 a total of II offenses of 
murder and non-negligent man- 
slaughter occurred as compar- 
ed to 4 such offenses during 
1969, representing a 175% in- 
crease in sudi offenses. A 
similar pattern was also noted 



In the category of attempted 
murder, with 8 such offenses 
being committed during 1970 
as compared to 4 offenses in 
1969, for an Increase of 100%. 

Another startling fact con- 
tained in the report. In the 
category of crimes against a- 
nother person, is the increase 
in cases of statutory rape. Dur- 
ing 1970 such offenses increased 
300% with a total of 12 offen- 
ses as compared to 3 during 
1969. 

The report also points out that 
the crime of forcible rape re- 
mained at a level of concern 
but ironically did not change in 
frequency. A total of 24 such 
offenses were noted during 1970 
to equal this crime's frequen- 
cy during 1969. 

The use of guns, according 
to the report, in the commission 
of malicious assaults increased 



significantly by 64%, with a total 
of 25 the year before. In com- 
paring such crimes Involving 
other weapons such as knives, 
etc., notable decreases were 
recorded. 

The Detective Division hand- 
led invesUgatton of 10 of ttie 
offenses of murder and non- 
negligent manslaughter.

Most of their other waking hours 
are spent in the auditorium, 
rounding up supplies, sewing 
on costumes and a thousand oth- 
er duties. 

They, of course, do not do 
this, or all this, themselves. 
They are enthusiastically sup- 
ported by the students. For 
the youngsters, working on a 
production is an honor and they 
compete strongly to win a spot. 

In "Hello Dolly" for instance, 
100 girls turned out in hopes 
of winning one of the 20 roles.

Prin- 
cipal James W.French defended 
b^th Garrett end the play, each 
on their own merit. And he, 
in turn, was supported by Super- 
intendent E.E.Brickle who had 
praised the play. 

"Mr, French is always so 
understanding and helpful," 
Garrett said. "We could nev- 
er do it without his support." 

This past year, Cox was the 
setting of "The Fantasticks", 
which was done intimately in 
the round as the play demands, 
"Look Homeward Angel" and 
the smashing "Hello Dolly". 

Few productions could be 
more challenging for high 
school students than "Dolly" 
but the Garrett Gang never 
hesitated. 

"After doing 'LaMancha' we 
wanted the liveliest, gaudiest, 
loudest, busiest, swingingest 
thing we could find," Garrett 
said. "So, of course, we picked 
'Dolly'." 

Coming on top of the other 
two, 'Dolly' rather exhausted 
her «ist and crew before clos- 
ing nlg^t. But the standing 
ovatioQS and cheers at all three 
performapces was proof posi- 
tive tb^t Cox bad done it again. 

Now the: Garrett Gang will 
take off a few months until 
about mid-summer. Then 
they'll have to gather again for 
early lehearsals of "Auntie 
Mame", which will open about 
a month after school starts. And 
as soon as that one is over 
"West Side Story" won't be 
far behind. 

"But at least we'll only have 
two next year," Garrett said.

Npw that City Council has 
^proved a sign ordinance gen- 
erally acceptable to all sides, 
the Committee for Visual Pol- 
lution Control will turn its at- 
tention to ridding the city of 
existing non-conforming signs. 

The new ordinance, despite 
its stringent provisions, does 
not provide for removal of old 
signs apparently because such 

a stipulation would be In con- 
flict with the Virginia Code. 

In a statement Issued atl2:2(f" 
p.m. Monday, just five min- 
utes after council ended the 
10-month sign ordinance con- 
troversey, Robert M. Stanton, 
chairman of the CVPC, called 
for a modification of the state 
code 

"ITie CVPC intends to ask 
all candidates seeking state of- 
fice In Virginia Beach for a 
pledge that they will seek to 
modify the state code so that 
an ordinance can be adopted 
In Virginia Be at^ to provid e 
for ttie rf'"* 
ce^brmli^f 

boards," Stanton said. 

He pointed out that the com- 
mittee, which has spearheaded 
the fl^it for tight control ov- 
er billboards, Is "generally 
pleased with the new sign or- 
dinance". The CVPC draws 
its strength from the thousands 
of members in the Virginia 
Beach Jaycees, Council of Gar- 
den Clubs, Council of Civic 
Organizations, Beautification 
Commission and League of Wo- 
men Voters. 

Councilman Reld Ervln, one 
of council's staunchest sup- 
porters of billboard control, 
credited these groups with much 
of the success in finally dev- 
eloping an acceptable ordi- 
nance. 

"I am pleased that so many 
people really cared enough to 
fight this thing through," he 
said after Monday's meeting. 
"The Visual Pollution Com- 
mittee, the garden clubs, the 
other interested groups, they're 
the ones who did the job; we 
merely listened to what the 
people had to say." 

One of the major changes in 
the new ordinance Is a Special 
Sign Restriction on nine of the 



city's main thorougiifares 
Northampton Boulevard, Shore 
Drive, Independence Boulevard, 
First Colonial Road, Great Neck 
and Little Neck r<»ds, the Vir- 
ginia Beach Expressway, Gen- 
eral Booth Boulevard, and U.S. 
Interstate 64. Action on two 
others — Princess Anne and 
Sandbridge roads — was def- 
erred for two weeks. The 
only road restriction which 
brought any opposition was In- 
dependence Boulevard. Mayor 
Donald Rhodes cast the opposing 
vote. 

Council also deferred action 
on the section concerning bea- 
con or search lights tin ad- 
vertising until further infor- 
mation could be obtained on 
the potential safety hazard in- 
volved. 

One controversial issue in 
the ordinance approved April 
13 by the Planning Commis- 
sion which council also ap- 
proved was the use perti^ re- 
rementt Cdundl effilflittd. 

f^i' permits woiild be the only 
final control over billboards 
until the new zoning ordinance 
is in effect. Once definite 
zoming districts are estab- 



lished, use permits for signs 
apparently wiU no longer be 
needed. 
Other changes involved: 
A 24-foot height restriction 
on ground signs erected on 
their own structure, except 
when approved by the Zoning 
Board of Apjpeais based on ex- 
cessive grades, building inter- 
ference, bridge obstruction, 
etc., then the height may be 
increased to a maximum of 
40 feet . Coundlman George 
Gerrell supported the Planning 
Commission's ^recommended 
50-foot hei^ restriction. 

*A 50-foot limitation in lo- 
cating signs adjacent to pro- 
perty lines, or 660 feet from 
the right-of-way of any Inter- 
state or expressway or 25 feet 
from the rl0»t-of-way of any 
other street. Ferrell supported 
the commission's 20-foot re- 
quirement. 

*A. 200rioot restriction on

♦A limitation of from four 
to six months on displaying 
agricultural product signs on 
farms. The commission had 
approved a four-month limita- 
tion, 

*A 300-square-foot limita- 
tion on promotional signs at 
the principal entrance or fron- 
tage of new subdivisions and 
the stipulation that such signs 
must be removed when 70 per 
cent of the property has been 
sold or leased, or after a 
period of 24 months. The 
commission had approved 450 
square feet and 90 per cent, 
which received the support of 
Ferrell, Waterfleld and Rhodes. 
*A 300-square-foot sign 
limitation and a 70 per cent 
or 24-months occupational re- 
quirement was also placed on 
new multi-family dwellings, ap- 
artment hotels or residence 
hotels.

Harris Pulley's only 26 but. 
even with a beard, be looks 
younger. "It's because of the 
Ufe I lead," he explains with 
s grin. And he means It. 

The red-haired and red- 
bearded young buslnessmu 
walked away from the prrfes- 
slonal life over two years ago 
and he still thinks It's the best 
thing he ever did. 

He has been a policeman... 
"I was too sympathetic with 
the kids".., and a lawyer... 
"It was too close to politics; 
I couldn't stand the stench"... 
but today he's the successftil 
owner of three surf aiKl ski 
shops and Is battling for a 
fourth one. 

Freedom Is what Pulley found 
when he broke the bonds of 
conventionality, freedom to do 
what he wants to do, to grow 
hair the length he likes, to dress 
in styles which best suit him, 
freedom to be happy. 

Pulley believes it is this de* 
sire for freedom that creates a 
gap between today's youth and 
yesterday's generation. "Kids 
today have much more than their 
parents did, yet they are less 
materialistic than their par- 
ents," he said.

Ust 
Thursday they revoked tbat de- 
cision so ttttt the auDUcaticm 
came before City Council Mon- 
day with the commission's 
blessing. 

The commission's change in 
heart came after they approieA 
Pulley's newly submitted ap- 
plicatton for a change of zoning. 
Following a conference with 
planning officials, the commis- 
sion decided to approve the 
original application for a use 
permit rather than tamper with 
tiie zoning laws. And that's 
the way it came to council Mon- 
day. 

Attorney Grover Wri^it, re- 
presenting the innkeepers,'sald 
Pulley came before council "in 
sheep's clothing", pleading in- 
nocence and Ignorance of the

Surely at the rate 
people are moving into Vir- 
ginia Beach there can be no 
end to the lock of classrooms 
unless something Is done soon 
to curb the flow of humanity, 
it is unreasonable to expect 
that school after school will 
be built year after year to 
handle the influx of students. 
Virginia Beach can no more 
be a city of schools than It 
can be a city of houses and 
apartments. There is a place 
for them, each is very much 
needed, but somewhere, some- 
how, there must be a balance. 
There must be a levelling off. 
And Monday was the first time 
council has shown a definite turn 
in this direction.

Premature Ultimatum 



Cape Henry School's presen- 
tation before the Planning Com- 
mission took a sudden turn 
last week and what soenmd to 
be a rather amiable situation 
exploded into a volatile con- 
troversy between the residents 
of Alanton and the Director 
of Community Services. 

The school interests, rep- 
resenting the newly formed 
group formerly known as Ev- 
erett Scix)oi, agreed with the 
Alanton residents that quiet, 
tree - lined Woodhouse Road 
must be preserved and that 
all access to the school site 
would be from First Colonial 
Road. The situation may not 
have been the most desirable, 
considering First Colonial's 
deplorable congestion, but it 
would suffice until improve- 
ments to the road could be 
made. 

The Director of Community 
Services dropped the bombshell 
wlien he blatantly stated lie could 
not approve the arrangement 
because of the danger created 
by a curve in the road. The 
sciiooi must have an access 
from Woodhouse Road, even 
though it was too narrow and 
windir^ to handle additional 
traffic, it would Just have to 
be widened, he said, despite 
destruction to the trees and ad- 
Joining property. 

Th» decreecame without hes- 
itation. The Alanton Civic 
League officials were stunned. 
Only a few minutes earlier a 
commissioner had attempted 
three different times to get this 
same director to say whether 
a borrow pit owner could con- 
tinue operating his pit during 
a ntnMy - 4af deferrment pen- 
<llng .infllnMrlng studies. He 
Mver got a dlre^ answer. Yet, 
the director suddenly emerged

Now the Planning Commis- 
sion was caught fh the middle. 
To turn thumbs down on a 
sdiooi meant releasing some 
two-hundred private school stu- 
dents into tlie public schools 
this fall. And everyone knows 
that the pubi ic schools can hard- 
ly handle the students they have. 
To approve the school meant 
placing a hardship on an es- 
tablished community, environ- 
mentally changing its appear- 
ance and decreasing the value 
of the adjoining property.

This book is tiie sad account 
of the white man's treachery 
to the red man. Many ind- 
dents are given in the words 
of the chiefs themselves as they 
spoke at peace coundls, bitter 
with their realization of help- 
lessness against the horde of 
Europeans who coveted Uieir 
lands, and eloquent in their 
protest against the destruction, 
often the complete annihilati(Hi, 
of their people. 

The fate of Uie Indians who 
first met Columbus is typical 
of all tiie rest. The Tainos 
of San Salvador greeted the 
white man with gifts and offem 
of friendship as was their cus- 
tom with strangers. He res- 
ponded by Udnandng ten of them 
and taking them to Europe, 
where his accounte of their 
island paradise unleashed an 
army of adventurers and gold- 
seekers. In a decade, hundreds 
of peaceable Indians were sold 
into slavery, and hundreds of 
ttiousands killed. Three gener- 
ations later there were no more 
Tainos, and tiie very island 
where they had lived had been 
destroyed by Uie cotton .plant- 
ations that had replaced tlie 
natural forest protection and 
left ttie island to be laid waste 
by win) and sand. 

The Indians of ttie Nortii 
American codinent received 



Bighorn, mostly women and 
children, were shot down by 
the U.S. Artny when one of 
the young men protested their 
arrest. Black Elk, one of 
about 50 survivors, spoke for 
all his people, for a vanishing 
race: "I did not know then 
how much was ended. . J can see 
that something else died there 
in the bloody mud, and was 
buried in the blizzard. A 
people's dream died there. It 
was a beautiful dream. . ."

He has been using his equipment on plairti and has 
reams of gri^ indicating Chat laboratory pbinte have dis- 
played a surprising variety of reactions to different sttm'- 
ulation and sihttttons. 

HE RECENTLY PERFORMED an experiment wltti six of 
his studei^ in uliich they drew lote to see wUdi one would 
kin ^a Philodendron plant in the lab. The student witti ttie 
assignment did the Job without the knowledge of the othen 
and at night when the lab wu closed. 

Hie next day, Backster attached ttie madiine to ttie PhUo- 
(feiMlron next to tbe plant that was destroyed and the only 
witness to the event. 

Then the six students were brought into the room (Hie at 
a time. The plant showed no emott(Hial dainge when the 
five innocent studettte came dose but when tbe guilty itu> 
dent came in tiie machine showed intense a^tatioi and the 
needles Jumped all over the place. 

The plant pldked out ttie gidlty tm. 

In another experiment Backster put plante in one room 
with the lie detector machine on and in another room he killed 
some shrimp by dropping ttiem into boiling water. The mo- 
ment he dropped the shrimp into the water the medles on 
tbe machine went wild. 

THE PLANTS KNEW when tt» shrimp were being killed 
and reacted to ttieir deattu

Police officials Identified the 
accused as Wallace Lee Es- 
Uck, 18; John T. Wright, 19; 
both attached to the Norfolk

brush fires. The reports, all 
reportedly made by telephone 
to the Fire Ltepttdier's Of- 
fice, occurred between June 
8, 1970 and June 9, 1971. The 
last call reportedly was a re- 
port of a fire in a Remus 
Lane residence. Each of the 
faiae alarms were reportedly 
at locations in the Plaza area. 

Hundley said two brothers 
and a sister of the Juvenile 
have also been charged with aid- 
ing in abetting in the making 
of the false alarms, in that 
they reportedly had knowledge 
of their brother's alleged ac- 
tivities and failed to notify au- 
thorities. 

According to Humiley the 
Juvenile's arrest was facilitated 
throui^ tracing the phone call 
reporting the Remus Liuie fire 
from the dispatcher's office 
back to the point of origin. 
Hundley also stated a s^tem 
of tradng idione calls Into the 
di8i«tcher's office was recent- 
ly initiated as a result of a great 
increase in the frequency of 
such calls. 

Hundley points out such of- 
fenses are classified as a fel- 
ony with conviction calling for 
Imprisonment of 12 months to 
10 years, and a fine of $500. 
The severity of the offense 
results from such calls 
endangering human life as tl^ 
result of firemen speeding to 
the scene of the alarm with 
fire fighting equipment iR^en 
this action was unnecessarily 
provoked.

It is important that you, your 
family, and everyone else «^o 
swims in your pool, know how 
accidents can hiyppen - and ob- 
serve the rules of pool safety. 
Here is a list of potential dan- 
ger areas, according to safety 
auttioritles, which can very 
easily lead to accident and

But ''ohm know- 
ing" DMiy very well not do the 
Job when a orisls occurs. Life- 
saving methods have improved 
In receitf years - often trough 
Bimpliflci^on. Artificial res- 
piration has been virtually 
reidaced by "mouth-to-mouth 
resuscitation". But new metti- 
ods must be leurned and 
practioed to be used effectively. 
Every pool owner should have 
the proper first aid equipment 
on hand, as well as a good, 
current first aid manual. The 
National Safety Council, Red 
Cross and many other local 
agendM can help out in this. 
Every pool owner should make 
it his btainess to take a prac- 
tical life-saving refresher 
course i^never self-confi- 
dence begins to fade. 

Many of the danger areas 
listed it)ove are basic and veil* 
widerstood. But one of the 
most frequently overlocriced 
areas is the handling of swim- 
ming pool chemicals. All pool 
chemicals should be ised ac- 
cording to the manuflicturer's

During May, Building Codes 
Superintendent John E. Glbbs 
reports, the total value of 590 
coMtrudion permits isstnd 
was $18,470,056 - almost $2.9 
million above the previous high 
month.

Ordinance Confusing 



Pott editorials In this news- 
paper have urged City Council 
to properly advertise, or at 
least publicize, upcoming or- 
dinances before taking any 
official action so that the public 
will have time to digest the 
effect and meaning and new 
lows. Last weeic council did 
Just that. And probably saved 
itself considerable fret and 
bother. 

By deferring action lastweelc 
on a proposed swimming pool 
ordlnonce, council gave the inn- 
Iceepers, the pool builders, the 
apartment owners and other 
interested persons a chance 
to thoroughly understand its 
requirements. 

Monday council learned that 
the ordinance as drafted would 
have duplicated the State Health 
Department Inspections of pools 
at tourist accommodations, 
would have set the swimming 
pool industry bacic nearly ten 
years because of its out-dated 
specifications and would have, 
in fact, totally missed the pur- 
pose for which it was designed. 

There is merit In the or- 
dinance, especially In the estab- 
lishment of the guidelines 
governing pools In the large 



apartment complexes. These 
facilities are used as much, 
if not more, than the hotel and 
motel pools; they should be 
carefully constructed, well 
supervised and periodically in- 
spected. 

But surely more thought 
should have been given some of 
the other requirements in the 
original draft. Demcnding city 
health Inspections of inn- 
keepers' pools In addition to 
the state inspections Is a waste 
of time to the Innkeepers as 
well as the city and state in- 
spectors. The pool manufac- 
turers and builders would have 
been thrown Into chaos over 
the antiquated restrictions and 
the whole matter would have 
probably ended up In council's 
lap again sooner or later. 

The citizens of Virginia 
Beach are pretty sharp. They 
keep a keen eye on their city 
government and are quick to 
let their thoughts be known. 
They might not always be right 
but they have a pretty good 
batting overage. And If s getting 
better by the week. That's 
why the people are entitled to 
full knowledge of what is going 
On. 



Or Is It Prejudice? 



The public must surely be 
confused by now over the bat- 
tle a young businessmen has 
had in attempting to operate 
a retail business on the East 
side of Atlantic Avenue where 
only hotels or motels are sup- 
posedly permitted. If the pub- 
lic is not confused over this 
issue, then it should be. 

The twenty-five-by-one hun- 
dred fifty-foot lot Is, In all 
practical sense of the word, 
a non-conforming piece of prop- 
erty. It Is not logical that 
a hotel could be built there 
or that the small existing build- 
ing could be converted. If eith- 
er were done, the result would 
certainly not be a first class 
establishment. And Atlantic 
Avenue scarcely needs more of 
that. So why not a retail shop? 

First of all, and probably 
most Importantly, the Innkeep- 
ers oppose it. After hearing 
the matter aired before both 
the Planning Commission and 
City Council, there is still some 
doilM as to their exact reasons 
but it is something like if this 
young man Is given special 
priviiedges — to operate his 
shop — then it will open the 
city's pride-and-joy, the resort 
strip, to all kinds of undesir- 
iri^le business. It will set 
precedent, or something. Of 
course there are a number of 
retail shops on the east side 
of Atlantic Avenue, but that 
somehow has no bearing.

shop's patrons could taint the 
reputation of those two places.

To the Editors 

TTie State, Federal and City 
Governments now own alinoit 
one-half of the City of Vlr- 
Beadi's oceanfrontaffB.ofwhldi 
only about 1.6 miles of such 
ownership are uaed for public 
park purposes. 

Before any furttor taking of 
privately-owned oceanfronttng 
property in the False C^ 
area of the City of Virginia 
Beach for putdic use, it would 
appear to be in the vital in- 
terests of all Virginia Beach 
dtiaens that their local public 
authority should at once de- 
muid a carehil evaluation-and 
proof-of the public necessity 
of tin uses to which the Fed- 
eral and State, present 
oceanfront holdings^are being 
put. Fair guesses are that 
the Departnrent of Defense 
would be delM^ted to release 
Fort Story; that the State would 
reliiquish Camp PeiKlleton; that 
at least Mie-half of the o(»an- 
trcmtage of the Dahi Neck 
facility would be revealed as 
surplus; and that the coastal 
sand area of the Back Bay 
National Wildlife Refuge would 
be utilized for day-use recrea- 
tion without any ecological 
disturbance to the actual refuge 
portiw of that vast holding. 
For both day and longer-stay 
park users, there are already 
172 miles of oceanfrontingState 
and Federal-owned land quite 
similar to ttie False Cape area 
and wltUn a two-hour auto- 
mobile drive of Virginia Beach. 

President Nixon in a Feb- 
ruary 1971 environment 
message to Congress pointed 
out that "one-third of all tl» 
land in the United States is 
owned by the Federal Govern- 
ment, that thoisands of acres 
in the heart of metropolitan 
areas are reserved for only 
minimal use by federal in- 
stallations and that such land 
should be evaluated for 
transfer, sale or conversion 
to a better use." He also 
promised to propose legislation ^ 
to establish, for the first time, 
a program for relocating 
federal installations that occupy 
locations that could be better 
used for other purposes in the 
particular community. 

I find it difficult to beUeve 
that Fort Story could be shown 
to be even remotely necessary 
to the US defense and even 
more difficult to believe that 
A eompre)MB8iv»ly-ooi)teol^, 
day-use of the coastal sand area 
of the Back Bay refuge would 
create an ecological disturl>- 
ance or interfere with the 
permanent or migratory water- 
fowl or other wildlife using 
the marsh and water areas 
of the refuge. 

Perhaps the two overriding 
reasons why the citizens of 
Virginia Beach should not per- 
mit any further taking of their 
oceanfrontage for park use are 
(1) the privately-owned ocean- 
frontage is already the most 
expensive kind of land in the 
City and is therefore the 
greatest kind of tax revenue 
generator for schools (and such 
land also provides sites for the 
City's only significant industry: 
serving vacationers and tour- 
ists) and (2) If this already 
most expensive kind of land 
is further shortened in 
privately-owned supply by gov- 
ernment taking (thus reducing 
the tax base and Increasing tte 
tax bill for all taxpayers In 
the City), only the lucky pre- 
sent owners of such land and 
ttieir beira and the very affluent 
will have even a sll^t hope 
of ever being able to own or 
even rent sudi Increasingly ex- 
pensive property. Anthro- 
pologlsts.behavloral scientists, 
ecologists et al. are telling us 
more clearly every day that 
for both animals and human 
beings, personally - controlled 
(owned) terrltori^ (bousing) of 
the individual's choice (tnlar 
patdi, meadow, mount^n, sea- 
liiore or (4ber) are quite 
significant in determiidng the 
quality of their mental and^Ay- 
sical healtti. The Federal 
Housing Administration is 
persuaded of the validity ctf 
such "territorial imperative" 
and is now emi^asizlng pro- 
grams that will encourage 
ownership by lower-income in- 
(ftvidhials rather than ^or 
programs at sidasldlzed 0$>lic 
rental houdng, rent sujp^- 
ments etc.

He also stated, "... no matter 
how many niAonal parks we 
t^uy and develop, the truly sig- 
nificant environnwnt for each 
of us is that In which we spend 
perhaps 80% of our time - 
ttiat is, our homes, our places 
of work, and the streets over 
whldi we pass." 

A concern that we should 
address the "total environ- 
ment" - consisting of not only 
the ecological, but the social 
and economic factors of a 
region- has been ej^ressed l^ 
almost every authority (from 
former Interior Secretary Udall 
to Vice President Agnew, from 
FitsGerald Bemiss to Dr. 
Eugene P. Odum) and not to a 
piecemeal approach such as in- 
dividual campaigns against 
billboards, against the aerial 
garbage of overhead utility lines 
and, 1 would add, movements 
\iy a park authority to estab- 
11 sh another park simply 
because a nearby undeveloped 
area is at the moment handy. 

While we could all agree 
ttiat it is eminently proper that 
public parks should be provided, 
where private property is to 
be taken by Uie State for what- 
ever purpose, the obligation of 
the State to show public neces- 
sity would seem to be clear, 
certain, correct and settled long 
ago. The bold and arrogant 
power potentials implicit in the 
Park Condemnation Act would 
not seem to be warranted simply 
on the grounds that public parks 
are desirable, since even the 
most righteou s and dedicated 
of men - which I am conflctent 
our State's Department of Parks 
has - can err /in judgement 
and, therefore, indecisions re- 
garding size, number and 
location of parks and their re- 
lati(»)ship to what already is 
in pubUc ownership, such 
dedsioDs must be made sub> 

citizens affected. 

In 1832 Edmund Ruffln dl 
Virginia Initiated an era of 
agricultural reform in the ante- 
bellum South that transformed 
the economy of the upper South 
from poverty to agricultural 
prosperity.

With 550 spaces for entering 
undergraduate women and more 
than 3,000 you^women wanting 
to occupy them, the University 
of Virginia is turning away 
qualified Virginia women for 
next fall. 

"We didn't turn any quali- 
fied Virgida men down. But 
we clearly have turned down 
qualified Virginia women just 
in view of the fact that we 
had close to 3,100 ai^llcations 
from women— and we only had 
a total of 550 spaces for women 
for next fall," says Udverslty 
Dean of Admissions Ernest H. 
Ern. Some 1,800 of the women 
applicants were Virgidans,he 
^ays>- Of those who qualified, 
te estimates that several hun- 
dred were not accepted.' 

Under its plan for full co- 
education, Ihe Udverslty 
admitted 450 women to its un- 
dergraduate College of Arts 
and Sdences, Sdiool of Ardii- 
tecture and School of 
Engineering and Applied Sci- 
ence last fall. It will admit 
another 550 women this fall and 
after that there will be no 
numerical restrictions against 
women. Total Udverslty en- 
roUment for next fall is 
projected to be 11,900. Enroll- 
ment this year Is 10,800, 
Including approximately 2,000 
women. 

Nationally, state udverslties 
and land-grant colleges exped 
to turn away more than 50,000. 
qualified students next fall as 
they face a record number of 
freshman applicants. 

At the Udverslty Dean Ern 
estimates that 73 per cent of 
next year's edering women un- 
dergraduates will be 
Vlrgidans, compared to a {h-o- 
Jeded 64 per cent Vlrgidans 
In the tdal edering class. 
Entering untergraduate stu- 
dents are eqseded to nund)er 
about 2,150 up slightly over tidr 
year's 2,000. There have been 
9,387 applicants this year, com- 
pared to 6,760 last year. Final 
statistics on ttie entering class 
will be computed In late sum- 
mer. 

While nationally ttere has 
been a drop in adntfssions to 
engineering prograntfi, tttt Ud- 
verslty las iK>t seen actecline 
in the nund^er of an>Ucants 
or enroUees in en^Merlng, 
Dean Em saj^, dttng an in- 
crease of 20 students.

Dean Ern expects that the Ud- 
verslty's growing" popularity, 
including tiie quality of tiie Ud- 
verslty faculty, the relatively 
low costs of attending the Ud- 
verslty and a nattcmal trend 
toward public education as ed- 
ucation costs rise and public 
education Improves. 

"In addition, through co- 
education we have theoretically 
doubled our atfjilcant pool," 
Dean Ern says. 

In general terms. Dean Ern 
expects next fall's class to fit 
the profile established during 
the past five or six years, with 
90 per ced at the class from 
the ui^r two-fifths of tteir 
hl^ school classes. 

In undergraduate schools at 
the Udverslty accepting stu- 
dents ody by transfer for the 
last two years, the schools of 
commerce, education and 
nursing report Increased appli- 
cations.
